B, it mact«l bV the General As,embly 01 the State 01 IOtDa: 
SBCTION 1. 'fie mayors of cities of the first class organizei 

under the general incorporation laws of the state and having a 
populatIon of not less than twenty-two thousand and three hun-
dred by the United States census of 1880 shaU subject to the MaJor 10 

approval of the city council, appoint a marshal who shaU be =~~ .. 
ex-otBcio chief of police, and shall hold his office at the pleasure 
of the mayor. The marshal so appointed shall have aU the

powers ooriferred by $he statutes of the state and ordinances of 
the city on the chief of police and the marshal, except the ap­
pointment of deputy marshals, and shall perform the duties of Marsbal's 
both offices. He may designate one or more members of the powen. 
regular police force of the city to act as deputy marshals, and f&tt1Ppolnt 
lIuch de8lgnated policemen shall have all powers now conferred ep 88. 

on deputy marshals. .
